burned to the ground early Sunday 
morning. 
Fifteen guests were in the 
botel, but all escaped without injury. 
There was no Insurance on the struc­ 
ture and the hotel, with its furniih- 
lngs and the effects of the guests, is a 
total losa 
The origin of the fire is 
unknown, hut the belief is general 
that the fire was of incendiary origin. 
Captain Ewen had recently built an 
addition to the hotel. 
This was just 
completed and was unoceuped. 
It was 
in this part of the hotel th a t the fire 
•was discovered. 
The town of Jackson has no fire de­ 
partm ent and its citizens were aw ak­ 
ened 
by the firing 
of pistols 
and 
guns and much excitement prevailed. 
A detachment of militia cam e on th** 
doublequick from their ta m p across 
the river and rendered valuable aid in 
assisting th** guests 
to escape ami 
preventing the flames from spreading. 
Captain Ewen has been kept at th** 
camp of the militia since he testified 
last Monday that he saw Curtiss .Jett 
fire the shot 
which killed 
Marcum. 
Nobody was seen to leave the hotel 
before the fire broke out. 
It was only 
two days ago th a t Jackson w as put 
under 
martial 
law. 
The 
fire 
has 
caused renewed apprehension. 
Ewen Loses Everything. 
• Mrs. Kw*>n 
and her 
children ace 
poorly clad and lost everything. 
The 
hotel and furniture had been insured, 
but only a week 
ago Captain Ewen 
was notified that on account of the 
threatening conditions, the company 
had decided to cancel his policy. 
The 
house and 
fixtures were 
valued at 
about $10,000. 
They were the savings 
of a lifetim e and Ewen and fam ily 
are now hom eless and dependent on 
the hospitality of the troops in camp. 
Gray and Jim Haddicks and Jerry 
Lunts, workmen at the Swann & Day 
lumber yard. reported having Been Joe 
Crawford and Ed Than, wagoners for 
the Hargis 
Tiros., come 
across the 
bridge and 
return just 
before the 
blare was discovered, and Maior Allen 
ordered 
these men 
arrested. 
They 
were* taken into the military camp by 
the, 
soldiers and 
manacled in 
the 
guardhouse. 
Gray Ha Idicka was retainer! by the 
provost guard as a witness. 
Soon the 
Hargis people were very active and 
tried 
to obtain 
the release 
of the 
prisoners on bail of $3,000 each, but 
failed. 
The burning of Ewen's house fulfills 
in part the threat m ade by the man 
whom Ewen says railed at his home 
last Sunday, week ago. and offered 
to bribe him by giving him $.r>,000 if 
he would alter hi? testimony. 
The burning of E w e n’s property not 
only has 
caused renewed 
fear for 
both life and property, but also has 
Increased the general doubt of con­ 
viction of either of the prisoners.
